ting Canton, Jan. 22, 1896, 
Sir,—As it has been suggested to me by" 

Canton friends that I ought to roply diroct 

to the ‘rejoinder’ from a Swatow Mis 

sionary which was published by you on the 


37th instant, 1 have decided to ask the

Coming at once to the main argument, I

Jo determining the ethical standard of 
China as to ‘ mized assemblies’ your Swa- 
tow correspondent’ appeals to Chinese 
"usago;'-I howover, appeal to Chinese 
‘Jaw.’ Itis in the laws.of a country that 
we may expect to find reliable pronounce- 
ments upon national ethicil standards. The 
‘Jaws ato a permanent ambodiment of ‘the 


convictions uf the better conscience of o 
people; they are the atudied, matured ex- 
pression of a nation’s ethical preferences, 

The testimony which'-usage’ can offer as 
to othical standards is not ao reliable. 
Practices common as the usage respectio 
assemblies for worship obtain in China whic 
are confeatedly cotitrary to Chinese etbics ; 
lend. missionaries koow — quite’ woll 

that’ one of tho greatest sids- in 
‘their work isthe existenca of a 
high ethical standerd which the Ohincee 
recognize as right, sacred, and obligatory— 
not in mere ptatence, but aincerely—even 
when their conduct is conspiquoualy at 
varionoe with it.
